The second general class of duties of the Militery Government 
welfare officer is that of giving technical guidance to the Javanese 
Government's welfare otricteie:’ Soecific examoles of these functions are:

Governmentel agencies, Military Governmens agencies, and interpretation of 
SCAP volicies.

‘The Jevanese Government is cher ed with responsibility for providing 


the necess-ry level of welfare supolies, Welfare officials must de provided 


with supovlies in kind or necessary funds to purchases required stocks. 
Prefectural welfare officials should forecast requirements based on 

anticipated relief fonds and maintain accurate inventories of stocks on 

hand. Supvly activities of "relief egencies" require careful suvervision 


to insure that overetions be conducted solely on a relief basis.
